In addressing these few remarks го ће members of the Missouri Associ- 
ation of Registered Architects, to the registered Architects who are not yet 
members of our Association, and our good friends and citizens who are on 
our regular mailing list, it is with a great deal of pleasure and some trepida- 
tion that these lines are written. Pleasure because of the courtesy and 
confidence placed in me by your electing me as your President for the ensu- 
ing year, and with the fear that it will quite likely not be possible to do all 
the things which should be done in leading this association further along 
the way. An auspicious start has been made largely through the efforts of 
the group of eighteen or twenty men who have given unselfishly of their 
time and money to accomplish this end. 


It would be impossible, I believe, to find another group of men such as 
I have had the pleasure of working with the past three and a half years. They 
have given unsparingly of their time throughout the entire period, striving 
always to do the things necessary for the common good of the profession, 
and without receiving one cent from the Association for expenses to and 
from meetings. As you know, this gets to be sizable in a period of three and 
one half years, particularly when we have had meetings not less than every 
two months since the incorporation of this Association. And there were pre- 
incorporation meetings, special meetings, including meetings in St. Louis, 
Springfield, Kansas City and Jefferson City, where our headquarters have 
been firmly established. This has meant a sacrifice on the part of all the 
officers and directors of this Association. But is has brought results We 
have the largest and strongest Association we have ever had. We have more 
members than ever before, and we should have more. A handful have carried 
the work through from start to this present status, and I am proud of the work 
done by this group of men, I am thankful that I have been one with them, 
striving always for the good of the Association. It is my hope that in this 
coming year we may add to the present membership and bring into our As- 
sociation those who have been hesitant to join; mayhap fearing a collapse 
they have held off until assured we are going to remain and keep our place 
in the ranks of active organizations for the betterment of the architectural 
profession — which is exactly what we shall до. 


Much remains to be done; it is a continuing process, necessary in mak- 
ing any work or organization successful; it takes time and effort and devotion 
to the cause. Great work has been done by all the committees and very few 
meetings have been missed by the men who have dedicated themselves to 
the cause of good architecture, good approach to their duty as citizens, high 
ethical standards, and a constant outlook for the things that are best for the 
profession and the Association. 


The Missouri Legislature recently perfected and passed a very fine bill, 
namely Senate Bill No. 340 which repeals certain sections and enacts new 
and sounder legislation for the two professions of architecture and engineer- 


ing. We should be appreciative of this type of legislation, and particularly 
of Section 327.110, paragraphs 1 to 18 inclusive. We are constantly receiving 
complaints regarding fringe violations, illegal and repetitive violations, il- 
legal use of the seal and many other violations which I shall not call atten- 
tion to. It is desirable to mention here the splendid work which has been 
done by Bob Elkington in conducting the grievance committee for the past 
year, and our thanks to Rex Becker for accepting the job of conducting this 
committee for this coming year. Rex will be ably assisted by Frank Slezak 
of Kansas City, Truman Martinie of Joplin, and Glen Drew of Poplar Bluff. 


It is my belief that we may be able to accomplish much by legislation 
for the good of the profession; it is my hope that we may, through a larger 
membership in this Association and with a few more volunteers, gain more 
by education of our members who persist in violations of the registration 
laws, than would be possible or perhaps desirable by stringent legislation. 
It is noted here, however, that licensing bodies such as our Registration 
and Examining Board may under constitutional law authorize a society ог 
association such as ours to take over the sometimes disagreeable task of 
policing members of such groups licensed to practice the two professions, 
and to further receive complaints, gather evidence and file charges against 
flagrant violations of the law or ethical practice. So this eventuality is not 
without precedent and should it be decided that suchremedial measures are 
necessary it doubtless could come to pass, It is quite logical that if we 
subscribe to the protective measures set up for the proper examining and 
registration of professional groups, then it follows that we should welcome 
the methods by which we may be able to conduct satisfactory relations with 
all the people so governed. 


Again it is better to secure the approach to ethical and proper practice 
by educational measures rather than legislative; we must first have proper 
legislation for the setting up of such criteria; passing of this recent act 340 
is most certainly a step forward and will benefit the entire two professional 
groups. 


In closing let me add that we owe much to our good friend and counsel 
А.Т. McCawley who has given freely of his time to aid and advise this en- 
tire group. The two professions owe much to him for his work in improving 
requirements for registration, his constant work in improving legislation and 
in guiding this Association through the formation of this present society a 
few years ago. His name is known all over this broad land and is synonymous 
with good examining and registration laws to which cause he is completely 
dedicated. 


I should like to thank all the Officers and Directors for the unflagging 
interest in the things we should and are about to do throughout the year. 
Let me urge all you who have not yet joined our Association to do so now. 
We welcome you to our midst, and we assuredly will be thankful for your 
help and support. Dues have purposely been kept low; perhaps we're opti- 
mistic in our belief that you will enjoy being a'member — at any rate we 
think we can certainly be of help to you. I thank you.

RESOLUTIONS and MINUTES 


Resolutions passed at the annual 
meeting of the Missouri Association 
of Registered Architects, Jefferson 
City, May 7, 1955. 

1. A Resolution urging State Of- 
ficials to provide a design competi- 


tion for the proposed Governor's 
mansion for the selection of an 
Architect. 


2, Resolved that the MARA en- 
dorses the proposed constitutional 
amendment which will be on the 
State ballot next November and which 
established freedom of the Legis- 
lature to determine the length of its 
sessions and to determine the pay 
of the legislators. 

3. Resolved an amendment to the 
State Constitution be proposed which 
would provide for separation of cap- 
ital and operating expense in appro- 
priations to State institutions. 

4, Resolved that the MARA en- 
dorses the proposed $75,000,000 
bond issue for a State Building Pro- 
gram, 


Summary of the meeting of the Offi- 
cers and the Board of Directors of 
the Missouri Association of Register- 
ed Architects held June 11, 1955, 
Jefferson City. 

There was some considerable 
discussion concerning matters of 
grievances and the group received 
some excellent advice from our legal 
counsel, Mr. McCawley in this con- 
nection. It is of paramount impor- 
tance that the membership of the 
Missouri Association of Registered 
Architects be aware of the fact that 
matters of grievances arising within 
the profession, as well as those 
which involve laymen and architects, 
are handled with all of the care, 
caution, and careful deliberation 
they deserve. 

Ways and means of encouraging 
suitable architectural procedures a- 
nent the proposed new Governor's 
Mansion were considered, 

Mr. McCawley issued a report of 
the status of pending state legisla- 
tion concerning the affairs of the 


profession. 

Our President, Luther O. Willis 
urges that all of us who can do so 
should advise Bob Elkington of 
likely recipients of this publication. 
Please note that if you know of any 
public official or executives who 
might be considered as a ''moulder 
of opinions", please submit his 
name in order that we may be afford- 
ed an opportunity of conveying the 
importance of our part in the social 
structure. 

We have been approached by Paul 
N. Doll, Executive Secretary of the 
Missouri Society of Professional 
Engineers to consider the matter of 
what to do with various abandoned 
structures throughout the state. It 
has been pointed out that many re- 
ligious and other groups outgrow 
their quarters and move on to newer 
finer buildings leaving buildings 
which, although old, frequently have 
many good years of life and useful- 
ness. 

The above situation is observed 
in spite of the fact that there is a 
lack of space for some other civic 
groups. It is the consensus of opin- 
ion among your officers that the 
membership be urged to provide what- 
ever professional assistance in their 
community as they are able (con- 
sistent with good practice) to make 
it possible for those people needing 
space to make some use of aban- 
doned structures for laudable pur- 
poses. 

Mr. McCawley announced a forth- 
coming publication incorporating all 
of the registration laws involving 
architects in the same manner as a 
similar publication of his concerning 
engineers. This book will fill a long 
felt need in many quarters. You will 
hear more about it later. 


The next regular meeting will take 
place August 6th, 1955, at Jefferson 
City, Missouri.

GOVERNOR PHIL M. DONNELLY, ON THURSDAY, JULY 7, SIGNED 
SENATE BILL NO. 340 WHICH WILL BECOME EFFECTIVE AUGUST 29, 
1955. 


This bill is of major importance to the Architectural Registration Board, 
registered architects and general public alike. 


One of the most important features of the bill is that it includes a sec- 
tion embodying in almost verbatim form the code of ethics of the American 
Institute of Architects. So far as we know, the Missouri Legislature, just 
adjourned, is the first legislative body in or within the jurisdiction of the 
United States to so completely include the code of ethics under which AIA 


has grown to its present high position of influence and public service. 


Another important feature of Senate Bill No. 340 is that it requires cor- 
porations employing registered architects to first secure a certificate of 
authority from the Registration Board to enter into a bond not exceeding 
Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) to be fixed by the Board conditioned 
upon faithful obedience on the part of the corporation to the terms of the 
corporation law. 


This bond runs to the State of Missouri and is in the nature of an in- 
tegrity bond, since corporations cannot furnish character letters as natural 


persons are required to do. 


The Bill also requires that corporations operating under certificate of 
authority shall file annually a list showing names and registration numbers 
of registered architects interested in or employed by the corporation. It also 
requires that an officer ofthe corporation not lower in rank than vice-president 
shall be a registered architect and direct the work of other registered arch- 


itects connected with the corporation in any professional capacity. 


Under the new law the registration of architects on oral examination 
only will not be granted in the case of applications filed on or after June 
30, 1956. 


This Bill was sponsored by the Missouri State Association of Regis- 
tered Architects. The General Assembly has the thanks of the Association 


for passing the law and Governor Donnelly its thanks for signing the Bill. 


STATE BOARD OF 
REGISTRATION 
FOR ARCHITECTS AND 
PROFESSIONAL ENGINEERS 


A bill passed by the 1955 Legislature which, if signed by the Gov- 
ernor, will become effective August 29, 1955, provides that: 


"No registration shall be granted on oral examination 
only to ony applicant filing his application for regis- 
tration after the thirtieth day of June 1956.” 


The present law requires that an applicant for registration 95 ап 
architect being otherwise qualified may apply for registration on oral 
examination if he has had 15 years or more of satisfactory experience in 
architectural work acquired after attaining the age of 21 years. 

Any applicant who wishes to apply for registration on oral exami- 
nation should file his application as soon as possible, since the Board 
cannot give an oral examination to any applicant whose application is 
filed after June 30, 1956. 


Application blanks may be secured by writing to the Board at the 
address below. 


WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS FOR REGISTRATION 


Examinations for the registration of architects are given at Jeffer- 
son City once a year on the third Monday and the following Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday in October. The fee fixed by law for examina- 
tion for registration is $25.00 which entitles applicant to one retake if 
he fails all or any part of the examination, The law requires applications 
for examination to be filed in the office of the Board at least 60 days 
prior to date of examination, Examinations for registration cannot be 
permitted until an application has been referred to the Architectural 
Division and returned with the recommendations of the Division. The 
thorough review and investigation required to be made of applications 


for registration cannot be completed in less than 60 days. The exomino- 
tion is а 4-day examination. 


WRITTEN EXAMINATIONS FOR ENROLLMENT AS 
ARCHITECT-IN-TRAINING 


Examinations for enrollment of architects-in-training are given an- 
nually by the Board on the first two days of the examinations for regis- 
tration at Jefferson City, which are the third Monday and the following 
Tuesday in October each year. Fee for examination for enrollment, as 
fixed by law, is $5.00, which must accompany an application for en- 
rollment. Payment of this fee entitles an applicant to one retake if he 


fails all or any part of the examination. The examination for enrollment 
is a two-day examination.
